(L.S.) To the inhabitants of the Town of Unity qualified 
to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in said Unity on Tuesday, 
March 14, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen and other town 
officials and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


3. To choose a number of the board of Selectmen for 
the ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Trustee of Trust Funds for the ensuing 
three years. 


5. To choose a Library Trustee for the ensuing three 
years. 


_ 6. To choose all other necessary Town officials for the 
ensuing three years. 


7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to pay Librarians’ salaries and Library tax. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for Old Age Assistance and Town Poor charges. 


9. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise for other Town charges. 


10. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise to pay just debts of Town. 


11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow the sum of $5,000 to refinance town notes of that 
amount. The same to be issued in the form of serial notes, 
and the same shall be paid off at the rate of $1,000 a year 
starting in 1951. 


12. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of highways and bridges, in-

A MESSAGE FROM YOUR SUPERINTENDENT 


_ American education has undergone many changes in the 
past half century. Public education now is an accepted part 
of our complex society, and its importance to the demo- 
cratic form of government is recognized by all thinking 
people. The effectiveness with which the “isms” of foreign 
lands have been drilled into the minds of. youth is proof, 
if we need any, of the importance of education in our country 
to sustain and bring to realization the ideals of democracy. 


At the beginning of the century, it was the rare boy or 
girl who had either the inclination or opportunity to com- 
plete high school or college. In 1950, the great majority 
begin high school, a large percentage finish, and a fair pro- 
portion of these complete college. Elementary education is 
compulsory for-all. Progress is being made towards edu- 
cational equality. 
_ Changes have been made and more must come in curricula. 
Training in the three R’s and academic work is just as im- 
portant and methods have improved. As the public school 
is Our society’s instrument for continuance and improve- 
ment, schools have added training in the vocational, cul- 
tural and citizenship aspects of our living. The school plant 
becomes a real community where youth learns to work and 
play together for the most formative years of their character 
development, and a center of local activities in which all 
citizens take pride, | 
- Many problems face the citizens of Supervisory Union 
No. 5 in their efforts to support and improve their school 
systems. I am presenting a summation under the three head- 
ings: educational, building, financial. 


Educational 


Increased enrollments and building capacity limits are 
causing overcrowded conditions which make good teaching 
difficult. Twenty-five to thirty pupils in a single grade 
should be the maximum. Where several grades must be 
placed in one classroom, the total number should not ex- 
ceed twenty-five. We have many situations where the 
teachers frankly admit inability to teach effectively because 
of too many pupils and too little time. Poor lighting, venti- 
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lation, lack of sanitation, and no room for special activities 
limit educational efficiency in too many towns in this Union. 


School boards are aware of the need for having good tools 
for learning—books, maps; supplies, practical arts materials, 
and even athletic equipment. They are. attempting to include 
-sufficient funds in budgets to provide for classroom needs. 
With so many costs fixed by law or conditions, it is natural 
to look to this area for reductions. In many schools, materials 
have not been adequate. It is unwise to attempt savings here 
beyond limits of reasonable economy because these are basic 
needs-and would effect little reduction in the total budget. » 


It is our good fortune to have a large number of compe- 
tent and experienced teachers. Many of our teachers are 
married and make their homes in our communities. They 
are interested in the welfare of the town as well as the 
school. The requirements for certification to teach in New 
Hampshire have become more stringent. Many “permit” 
teachers are taking extension courses and summer courses 
to meet these requirements. Salaries have increased. They 
must continue to do so until the supply of teachers is greater 
and until teaching as a profession at least keeps up with the 
economic returns from other occupations. There is a 
national and state-wide shortage, especially.of elementary 
teachers. Better retirement systems, higher pay and lower 
educational requirements continues to drain New Hampshire 
of some of its finest. Teachers are human beings who like 
to be commended, who like good homes, pleasant surround- 
ings and friends. The great majority in the profession place 
service to children above monetary returns. | 

As our concern is more with the progress that each child 
makes than with his present standing, we are undertaking a 
testing program in every school. Standardized tests to 
measure mental ability and attainment in nine areas of learn- 
ing will be given and records made of results. This will be- 
come a yearly procedure so that we can chart progress made 
against what normally could be expected. We can try 
harder and devote more time to those areas where weak- 
nesses become evident. | | 


Building Problems 


All except one of the eight towns have pressing building 
needs. Nearly all buildings are very old and provide in- 
adequate housing for increased enrollments. Efforts have 
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-been made and are being made to plan and to build. It is 
not a problem of easy solution. I am sure that the people of 
our communities want bigger and better buildings with run- 
ning water, modern plumbing and controlled heat. 


- It is discouraging. to spend money patching up and repair- 
ing to. “get. by another year’ when we would like to see 
these dollars go into a permanent improvement. : 


More towns are setting up capital reserve accounts as a 
long-term means of getting new buildings. It is my recom- 
mendation that every town should set aside at least a few 
hundred dollars and increase it year by year. A committee 
in one town of the Union is attempting to raise money by 
other means than taxation. They should be congratulated. . 

Some small towns in New Hampshire have given up wait- 
‘ing for financial assistance from state or federal government. 
The satisfaction they must have with their new buildings 
and the benefits to their children must be ample rewards for 
the sacrifice. A new school is a living siete to the faith 
we have in our boys and girls. 7 


Financial Problems 


Real economy means wise spending and not parsimony. 

The cut in State Aid to education from two million to four 
hundred thousand certainly is not economy. It costs money 
to provide even average schools. Actual expenditures for 
schools have not been reduced by this move. The result has 
been to thrust back upon communities practically the total 
burden. Real estate taxes have increased greatly and will go 
higher if additional support is not returrned. 
- Our Union is made up of small communities with a small 
proportion of income-producing property. Several thousand 
dollars of income was taken away. Even those towns whose 
allotment was not reduced feel the pinch as tuition and trans- 
portation costs increase sharply. Other states have increased 
their financial support to towns and have provided a sound 
tax basis for doing so. 

Transportation will continue to be an expensive problem. 
A large proportrion of our pupils have to be transported long 
distances over both good and bad roads. The geography of 
some of the towns, and the remote location of some of the 
homes, make transportation costs soar, often beyond reason- 
able expectations. Tuition to outside schools is advancing 
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rapidly due to increasing enrollments and higher charges 
for tuition. All receiving towns are increasing tuition 
charges for next year, some sharply, a reflection of- their 
greater costs. Large deficits of.some towns: in the union.are 
attributed to these two facts which your School Boards can- 
not control. 


Your school officials are some of -our most  paedee 
citizens who give freely of their time, and who are very much 
aware of their responsibility to youth and town. They can- 
not be justly accused of waste. The average cost per pupil 
in New Hampshire for 1948-1949 was $229, 49. The schools 
in your towns are being operated at considerably less. It is 
inevitable that school expenses should increase along with 
every Other commodity and service. Good education can- 
not wait for a more convenient time. There is a need for 
greater public understanding of school problems. We are 
encouraging adult groups to organize to study their schools, 
to ask questions and to assist in activities. 

The difficulties are so many-and so varied, and their 
solution so important, that I am humble before the task. 
Your support and good will, expressed to me in many ways, 
is especially gratifying. All of us working earnestly together 
with courage, persistence and vision, often forgetting our- 
selves in service to our communities, should evolve. a 
majority of the right answers.

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A RECOMMENDATION 


The problem of transportation in Unity has grown in 
complexity with the increasing number of pupils to be trans- 
ported to the local schools and the junior-senior high school 
pupils to be transported to Claremont or Newport. After 
considerable study; the following seems to be the most eco- 
nomical and fairest proposition to the citizens and pupils of 
Unity. A new forty-eight passenger bus of modern design, 
with all the safety features, can probably be purchased for 
$4,500.00. It can be operated with all driver costs, repairs, 
gas and oil, and principal payment, for $3,250.00 per year 
or less. It can be purchased by using $1,000.00 of our 
capital reserve fund and by borrowing for a period of four 
or five years on serial notes of the district. It will be paid 
for before it is worn out and, for that period of two or three 
years, the district can set aside amounts for the purchase 
of a new bus. With the:trade-in value, the district can pur- 
chase another bus with a very small investment. 


A careful study of the routes, made by the school hoard 

indicates that the Center, West, and Claremont transporta- 
tion can be best provided by two trips, the first for junior- 
senior high school pupils directly into Claremont, the second 
for the elementary pupils to the Center School. 


For the East side of the town, it is proposed that bids be 
requested for transportation of the elementary, junior and 
senior high school pupils by a suburban type bus. It is also 
recommended that all high school pupils pay twenty dollars 
per year for their transportation by the vehicles the school 
district provides, ten dollars of this amount payable in 
September and ten dollars in January. This amount of about 
eleven cents‘a day is very small, as compared to the total cost 
for a high school pupil to transport himself. 


By following the procedures outlined, a sum of $3,750.00, 
together with $1,000.00 from the capital reserve account, 
should be ample-to-pay for transportation this coming year. 
If this method is not followed, it will be necessary to appro- 


priate $6,000. 00.
